YEARLINGS AT MEMPHIS. 

“Perfect weather and a fast track last Sat- 
urday afforded horsemen at Montgomery* 
Park ample opportunity to try out their 
youngsters which will become two-year-olds 
on January 1, and from trials recorded since 
the beginning of the winter season it is 
evident that Christmas will be celebrated by 
a majority of owmers who own one or more 
colts or fillies destined to shine in competi- 
tion,** says a special from Memphis to the 
Enquirer. 

“ C. C. Christie, president of the Kansas 
City Jockey Club, paid a recent visit to the 
track and watched satisfactory quarters and 
three-eighths reeled off by several members 
of his kindergarten band in charge of Rich- 
ard Benson. Effort is being made by the 
Missouri man to purchase some older horses 
to add to his list of nineteen juveniles. 

“The fastest furlongs accomplished by any 
of the known or unknown yeaiiingrs is cred- 
ited to fillies owned by G. C. Bennett and H. 
L. Coleman. The Bennett baby brigade are 
all home bred. There are some of the string 
that possess size and substance, and all were 
bred and foaled at the Bennett farm, Ridge- 
way, near Montgomery Park. A sister to 
the Bennett colt. King’s Charm, has reeled 
off a quarter in about as fast time as has 
been caught, which was less than 0:24, for 
the distance. 

“There are a couple of fillies in H. L. 
Coleman’s stable which have attracted con- 
siderable attention when working on the 
track. Coleman is a wealthy Memphian, 
whose ambition to succeed in the turf 
struggle was inspired by the success of J. 
■W". Schorr. Coleman’s colors will be reg 
Istered for their first racing season in 1904, 
and the filly which is being handled by 
trainer Frazee has worked so well that ef< 
forts have been made by J. W. Schorr and 
S. C. Hildreth to buy her. She is by Octa 



gon, but as there is another filly by the 
same sire in the barn of the dam of the 
good daughter of Octagon is a mystery to 
railbirds. 

“In J. W. Schorr’s extensive string of 
young blood are fillies and colts bred in 
several states. Mr. Schorr’s favorite stallion, 
Esher, having died, he was forced to buy 
different blood lines for his 1904 crop of two- 
year-olds. He has several daughters and 
sons of Top Gallant, one, a brown colt out 
of BDnnie Bird, by Boulevard, w-hich has 
showed a great deal of speed. Joe Hawkins 
has the Schorr set in charge, and while they 
have not caused themselves to be talked 
about as much as the Schorr representatives 
did at a corresponding period in 1902, Haw- 
kins and Schorr take this as indication of 
good racing results, for last season Schorr 
was by popular anti -season vote, given a 
mortgage on all juvenile events east or w*est 
in which he might be represented. The 
Schorr phenomenons went east, and with the 
exception of Sweet Gretchen and a few 
others they failed to live up to their reputa- 
tions established from their dizzy prelimi- 
nary trials at the local track. 

“E. R. Bradley has one of the best look- 
ing bunches of young timber seen at Mem- 
phis in several years, and a colt by Handsel 
— Battle Belle is regarded as very promising. 

“Charles Ellison paid $2,000 for a colt by 
King Eric — Princess Revenue, and he has 
shown quality in preliminary* work. S. S. 
Brown seems to have a fast youngster in 
Kernel, a son of Sir Dixon — Nutshell. James 
Arthur paid $900 for the unnamed colt by 
Dungrarven — Lyndall, and some speed has 
been shown by him. Bub May owns a filly 
by Farandole — Josie O., that has worked well. 
W. M. Wallace has a few youngsters, and 
some promising material is to be found in 
the Tichenor string. In the latter outfit is 
a brother to Jaubert.’’ 



GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 



Seth Jacobs increased his string at New 
Orleans last Monday by the addition of the 
two-year-old Banwell, which he purchased 
of Charles Ellison. Last springy during the 
Memphis meeting, Jacobs bought Banwell 
of Joe Hawkins for $1,500. Ellison liked the 
colt, and Jacobs let him have it at the same 
figrure which he paid for him. Banwell after- 
ward developed into a bleeder. Banwell has 
been heavily backed by Ellison in most of 
his recent races. After his disappointing 
exhibition Monday EUlison offered the colt 
back to Jacobs for $325, and the offer was 
promptly accepted.

ST. BLAISE TRIED AGAIN. | 

“Among the entries to the Hopeful Stakes 
of 1906 to be run at Saratoga are a half 
dozen which are of peculiar interest,” says 
the Morning Telegrraph of Dec. 21. “They 
are the nominations of the anticipated pro- 
duce of the union of the once great St. 
Blaise with Lady Violet, Ortegal, Fetish, 
Souveraine, Souriante and St. Eudora. When 
Mr. August Belmont purchased the old 
horse at the dispersal sale of the Fairview 
Stud it was assumed that the taking back 
of the Derby winner to the Nursery was the 
ensuring of a home where his later years 
might be passed in comfort. The phenom- 
enal success of his first crop in this country 
and his sensational sale to Mr. Charles Reed 
for $100,000 had been followed by years of 
comparative failure. Many reasons were 
offered in explanation, the most general be- 
ing that the matrons at Fairview were not 
so suited to him, as were the Nursery mares, 
and that some theories held by his owner 
were not conducive to the best results, 
however admirable they might be as illus- 
trating the tenacity of their holder to his 
convictions. 

“There were others, thoughtless or su- 
perficial, who pointed out that St. Blaise 
at the stud was but a brilliant flash, as they 
argued he had been as a racehorse, forget- 
ting that, however disappointing his career 
after he had won the Derby and finished a 
good second in the Grand Prix. he certainly 
had been tried highly enough for the Derby 
to justify his owner in believing he could 
win. In that trial, carrying 118 pounds, he 
beat Shotover. with 124 up, six lengths. 
This was the year after Shotover had w'on 
the Two Thousand Guineas and the Derby. 
Geheimniss, also a four-year-old and an 
Oaks winner, was also in the trial, and fin- 
ished a length behind Shotover. It cannot 
be conceived that both these great mares 
were off, or, if they were, that they would 
have been used for trial horses with a Derby 
candidate on the eve of the most important 
engagement in liis career. Still, this not- 
withstanding, St. Blaise, for some reason — 
his stable saying muscular rheumatism — was 
not a success after the two great races in 
which he achieved his only fame as a race- 
horse, and this probably accounted for the 
eider Mr. August Belmont being able to 



induce his owner to sell him. He paid $15,- 

000 for him.” 

NASHVILLE STAKES. 

Stakes for the Cumberland Park spring 
meeting, April 21 to 30 inclusive, have been 
announced. Five added money events are 
offered, of which the Derby, one and one- 
eighth miles, $2,500, is the feature.

yearling filly by Goodrich — Melody, by Long- 
fellow. Price private. The filly is a half 
sister to Prince of Endurance and Harrj" 
Beck. 

When David Gideon and William Lake- 
land met in the corridor of the Hoffman 
House, New York, recently the greater part 
of their conversation had to do with the 
question of jockeys. “I am going down to 
New Orleans about the middle of January,” 
said Mr. Gideon, “and I shall try to pick out 
a young and suitable rider for my stable 
next year. It’s as hard now*adays to get a 
good jockey as to get a good horse, and I 
have come to believe that the man with a 
good rider is better off than the the man 
with a horse. By that, I don’t mean what 
you w’ould call a good horse — one in the first 
flight — for when you get one of that kind 
you can have all the jockeys wanted for the 
mere asking. It’s the man with a lot of 
useful horses that finds the greatest trouble 



in getting the right kind of jockeys for 
them, and unless he has a rider of his own 
he is almost at the mercy of a lot of others. 
What I am looking for, and he’s hard to 
find, I know, is a useful light lad, whom I 
can have under my own supervision. New 
Orleans is a great training school for these 
boys and every winter there is a good chance 
to get one of them that has not done enough 
in public to make him think he is a star.” 

It has been figured up that the horses 
owned by James R. and Foxhall P. Keene, 
both here and in England, during the past 
season wron $110,000 in stakes and purses. 
The Keenes stood second to W. C. Whitney 
in the list of achievements on American 
tracks. Turfmen say that the Keene’s Castle- 
ton Stud has developed into a veritable mint 
and could not be purchased for less than 
$1,000,000. In addition to the noted stallions 
Kingston and Horoscope, the Keenes are 
soon to show the get of Voter and Com- 
mando. They have thirty-two yearlings 
w’hich will be trained by James Rowe for 
next season’s campaign. 

Stake ev'ents for the Kinloch race meeting 
have been announced, five contests, with an 
aggregate of $7,000 added, constituting the 
features of the spring meeting, commencing 
April 15. Opening with an Inaugural han- 
dicap, $1,500 added, the list has as its feature 
the Mound City Derby at cne mile and an 
eighth, with $2,000 added. Three stakes for 
three-year-olds and upward, one race for 
two-year-olds and the Derbv for three-year- 
olds compose the stake list. The Inaugural 
Handicap will be run the opening day, and 
is at one mile. The following Saturday, April 
23, the Woodlands Trophy, for two-year-olds, 
with $1,500 added, and a special cup, donated 
by Barney Schreiber, will be run. This 
event it at four and a half furlongs.
